By an Act of Legislature the city was authorized to hold an

any portion of such levee, 

SEC. 2 No steamboat navigating the Sacramento river shall be run at a greater 
rate of speed than eight miles per hour within the limits of the city, and every boat, 
and her master and owners, violating any provisions of this section, or causing or 
allowing them to be violated, shall be liable for the p yment of each and every fine 
imposed for such violation. * No person shall throw, discharge, or place any ballast, 
coal, ashes, clinker, cinder, street sweepings or manure, in the Sacramento or Ameri- 
can rivers, within the city limits or upon the bank of either of said rivers, or the 
levee in front of the city ; nor shall any person throw, discharge, or place upon the
